THE first nine months’ test of the old-age pensions 
system in Great Britain has falsified the government 
estimates in an alarming way. It was 
officially assumed that no more than 570,- 
000 persons in England, ‘Wales, Scot- 
land and Ireland would apply for pen- 
sions, and that the cost for the first year would be 
$32,500,000. The law went in operation on January 
1, 1909. By the end of September, 1909, 112,768 
more men and women than the expected numbers 
were actually drawing pensions, and in nine months 
out of the twelve, over $30,000,000 had been spent 
out of an estimate of $32,500,000 for the entire year. 

Great Britain is beginning to realize that it is en- 
tering upon an experience with old-age pensions sim- 
ilar to that of the United States with military pen- 
sions. In the United States, after continuous efforts 
to secure a general service pension law, the rates of 
pensions for Civil War veterans, on reaching the ages 
of 62, 70 and 75, have been raised within the last few 
years to $12, $15 and $20 monthly. Forty-five years 
after the close of the Civil War, according to the an- 
nual report of Commissioner Warner, there .were 951,- 
687 pensioners. While death caused 48,312 names to 
be dropped from the rolls last year, 46,088 new pen- 
sioners were added. The government’s payments for 
the year ended June 30, 1909, amounted to $161,973,- 
703, the largest sum ever disbursed in one year. Yet, 
in 1872, when the annual payments for pensions were 
only $34,443,894, about 20 per cent of those for last 
year, James A. Garfield predicted in the House of 
Representatives that “we may reasonably expect that 
expenditures for pensions will hereafter steadily de-

THE COMMITTEE On industrial education of the 
American Federation of Labor is at present engaged in 
A a most commendable and important work 
Commend- that of promoting ways and means for 
able giving young people the command of 
Work. an entire trade, no matter in what 
part of it they may happen to be efficient and 
have employment. This committee came _ into 
existence on account of the present system of 


specialization in all the trades; it has discovered a 
returning demand for the “all-round” craftsman; its 
purpose is to aid in creating a supply to meet and fill 
this demand; and in a report on its deliberation at a 
recent meeting in New York, Chairman John Mitchell 
Says: 


“The committee finds that many manufacturers find 
it dificult to get competent superintendents owing to 
the difficulty of finding all-around mechanics who have 
earned everything about any particular trade. 

“We shall agitate for the teaching of the principles 
f mechanics in the public schools. The high schools, 
for instance, teach pupils to prepare for the profes- 
sions; but as there are more people in the mechanical 
trades than in the professions, the latter should also, 
we believe, be taught the principles of mechanics. 

“A man, for instance, may know that a joint at a 
certain angle is stronger than at any other angle 
without knowing the reasons why. Another man will 
know why that joint is stronger. This man will be 
more valuable than the first man. Ambition to excel 
would be stimulated if mechanics had a better oppor- 
tunity of knowing the principles of mechanics. This 
would in the end be better for both employers and 
employes. 

“A number of recommendations will be submitted at 
the next convention of the American Federation of 
Labor for approval before we ask for legislation on 
the subject.” 

No more important subject could engage the activi- 
ties of this Mitchell committee. Specialization fh the 
trades has been carried to a ridiculous limit. There 
are thousands of so-called shoemakers, for instance, 
who couldn’t make a pair of shoes or boots if their 
very lives depended upon it—couldn’t even cobble their 
own foot-gear. They are cutters or lasters or peggers 
and 
at times these limitations in the trade are a serious 
embarrassment not only to the workmen but to their 
There 
so-called tailors in myriads whose knowledge of the 
trade is confined to cutting or pressing or to the mak- 
ing of only one class of garments, such as trousers or 
waist-coats, but who couldn’t design, cut and make a 


coat any more than they could call down the moon to 


employers and the industry in general. are 
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earth. “Carpenters” there are who are merely lathers 
or shinglers or stair-builders, but who couldn't lay a 
floor or make a door or a blind or a window-sash. 
And so the specialization runs through all the crafts— 
a most serious defect ramifying the entire trades 
system. 3 

The remedy lies not so much in extending the 
scheme of public-school education as in remodeling the 
system of apprenticeship in the trades—compelling the 
adoption of rules under which the time of service 
would be sufficient to perfect the apprentice as an 
all-round shoemaker or printer or painter or tailor 
or sheet metal worker; too many of them are now 
turned loose as soon as they can make living wages 
at some branch of the trade that does not.involve more 
than a tithe of its mastery. And the trades-unions 
can themselves effect this reform without the aid of 
any form of legislation.

Wisconsin. CONSin is preparing a law designed to 

provide compensation for workingmen 
injured in industrial accidents, says Paul J. Watrous, 
secretary of the Wisconsin Industrial Insurance Com- 
mittee, in a recent article upon the subject published in 
the daily press. 

The Wisconsin commission are about to begin hear- 
ings in Milwaukee and other industrial centers of the 
state and it is hoped that its work will be completed in 
time for action in a special legislative session to be 
called in 1910 by Governor Davidson. Representatives 
of labor and the manufacturing interests will take an 
active part in the work of framing the measure, the 
commission having invited the Wisconsin Federation 
of Labor and the Milwaukee Merchants and Manufac- 
turers’ Association to name representatives, the latter 
organization having been asked to take the initiative 
in getting the state’s manufacturing interests to agree 
on a representative. These representatives are ex- 
pected to sit with the commission at all meetings. 

In the work of framing a Workingmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act the Wisconsin commission will be aided by 
such eminent authorities as Prof. John R. Commons 
of the University of Wisconsin, Prof. C. R. Henderson 
of the University of Chicago, secretary of a similar 
committee in Illinois, whose recommendations failed of 
passage ; Miles H. Dawson and Lee K. Frankel, who 
are at work on a report of their investigations of sys- 
tems abroad for the Russell Sage foundation ; Reuben 
McKitrick, author of a recent brochure on working- 
men’s accident insurance; Charles P. Neill, United 
States Labor Commissioner ; John Andrews, executive 
secretary of the American branch of the International 
Society of Labor Legislation; Prof. Henry R. Seager, 
of Columbia University, and others. 

The Wisconsi: legislative commission was appointed 
as a result of the growing demand by capital and labor 
for some system of accident insurance for industrial 
workers. Senator A. W. Sanborn, of Ashland, \ 
investigations and opinions had much to do with the 
framing of the Wisconsin Railway Rate Commission 
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Law, now accepted as a model for other states, i: 
chairman of the commission. The other members are 
Senators E, T. Fairchild, Milwaukee, and John J.’ 
Blaine, Boscobel, and Assemblymen Wallace Ingalls, 
Racine; C. B. Culberson, Stanley; Walter Egan, Su- 
perior, and George G. Brew, West Allis. 

Recently Senator Blaine and Assemblyman Ingalls 
attended the national conference at Atlantic City, at 
which members of the New York and Minnesota com- 
missions also were present. At this conference—the 
first of its kind ever held in America, by the way— 
Commissioner Neill agreed to do everything in his 
power to place before the commission all the data 
needed. He has directed the translation of the Italian, 
German, French and Norwegian laws on workingmen’s 
compensation. 

While industrial accidents in Wisconsin do not, of 
course, reach the astounding totals of those in Illinois 
or New York,, they present a formidable economic 
problem for the committee. According to the figures 
compiled in a recent report by Labor Commissioner 
J. D. Beck and his deputy, M. O. Lorenz, the total of 
accidents to Wisconsin employes while at work in 
the year ended October 1, 1908, was 5,003. Owing 
to the fact that the Wisconsin laws for the reporting 
of accidents are not perfect, this total probably is con- 
siderably below the actual total of accidents. Of these 
5,003 industrial accidents, according to the Beck-Lor- 
enz report, 135 were fatal. In 31 per cent of these 
fatal cases the victims were 45 years or older. Per- 
manent disability was suffered by 574, or I1.05 per 
cent of the total victims of accidents, while 4,141 suf- 
fered temporary disability. Forty-five per cent of the 
injured were married. The phrase “permanent dis- 
ability” does not mean, of course, permanent incapac- 
ity for work; it does mean, however, a percentage of 
incapacity, such as the loss of a limb or an eye. Here 
are some of the details of permanent disability: Injury 
to fingers, 342; injury to spine, 4; one eye lost, 19; , 
one arm lost, 14; one leg, II. 

The various methods of injury of the 5,003 as given 
in the Beck-Lorenz report are tabulated as follows: 
Mechanical power, 1,679; heat and electricity, 304; 
fall of person, 684; injuréd by weights, 1,097; flying 
objects, 173; vehicles and animals, 171; miscel- 
laneous, 895. 

With complete reports of accidents in the many in- 
dustrial lines of Wisconsin, which include all kinds 
of manufacturing, railroading, mining and quarrying, 
the Wisconsin commission expects to be able to devise 
a system by which victims of accidents or their fam- 
ilies may receive compensation. Whether this insur- 
ance is to take the form of state insurance, the funds 
being in the direct custody of the state, or whether em- 
ployers are to be asked to insure in incorporated com- 
panies, still remains a question. Constitutional limita- 
tions must be looked into most carefully and the actu- 
arial figures must be compiled so as to be as nearly 
perfect as possible. Then, too, there must be settled 
the question as to the percentage of premiums to be 
paid by employers and the employed. 

If expressions of large employers and the Wiscon- 
sin Federation of Labor may be taken as an earnest of 
their real desire, Mr. Watrous believes, it is safe to say 
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that Wisconsin will be the first state of the union to in- 
augurate a systém of compensation to the original and 
indirect victims of industrial accidents. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Did you know that the fireless cooker will give you 
hot water for baths, hours after all fires are out, and 
that milk or water for a baby, or a sick person can be 
had any hour of the night, in the most inconvenient 
home, by the use of a small hay box made for that 
purpose? Did you know mother could go to church 
now, if she wishes, and yet find dinner all ready on her 
return? That she may go picnicking or visiting, and 
yet the folks may have their hot, well-cooked meal by 
merely removing it from the cooker? She can visit 
with her company, worrying not at all about dinner, 
for is it not cooking, cheerily away by itself, while 
she enjoys the once dubious pleasure of entertaining 
guests? I know a woman who used a jam bucket 
for a cooker. She paid a nickel for it to her baker. 
She divided the lid into two parts. One was nailed 
to the lid. It was about one-quarter of the surface. 
The other was fastened to this part with home-made 
leather hinges so that it would turn back easily. It 
was papered heavily with thick brown paper, inside and 
out. Excelsior was used for packing, but I know that 
cut up paper is equally good. Remember this: Noth- 
ing burns in a fireless cooker. So do not try to see 
if itis done. By such action you stop the cooking. It 
does no harm to leave the articles in for an hour after 
you think them done, but it will do harm if you open 
them too soon. Be sure there are no sparks on the 
bottom of the pan or kettle, when placed in the cooker, 
else a conflagration may result. Earthern or iron 
vessels are better than tin, as they retain heat better. 
Put casters on your hay box or cooker, if it is a home- 
made one, so that it may be moved more easily. Fine 
hay, clipped paper and excelsior are all good for 
stuffing or packing, but it must be tight, tight, tight! 
Don’t expect crisp or browned food. It will be done, 
but it won’t be crisp. If you desire that you must 
have a finish put on in a stove oven. Whatever is 
cooked in a hay box needs twice as long cooking as 
when done over a fire. Put in plenty of water for 
articles that swell—beans, dried fruit, cereals and rice. 
Steamed bread and puddings can be cooked in these 
cookers. Allow plenty of time. They will not spoil 
if left in much longer than the supposed required time. 
Rice, oatmeal or cereal for breakfast may be left in all 
night and be found hot and ready in the morning. Pot 
roasts, soups, stews, boiled meats, fowls, cereals, fish, 
ham, vegetables and many other things can easily be 
cooked in one of these convenient boxes.

Did you ever-stop to think that every time a letter 
which is under weight goes out from your office or 
store you are failing to get the value of the cash repre- 
sented by that 2 cent stamp in the corner? The wise 
merchant keeps his mailing clerks supplied with 
bright, catchy envelope inclosures of different weights 
and sizes, to be inserted whenever letters are not fully 
up to the prescribed limit in weight. Make them brief, 
to the point, and striking. You make your employes 
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earn their money, or at least you ought to. Make your 
Uncle Sam earn his. The first inclosure may not in- 
fluence business, the second and even the twentieth 
may not, but the effect of good advertising is cumula- 
tive, and you can never tell when the bird, in the shape 
of a substantial order, is coming home to roost. 

A reader of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN asked me the 
other day who invented Italic characters for printing 
and about what year. The information may interest 
others, so I will answer the query here, though please 
don’t think I’m a savant or a walking edition of 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, or anything like that. 
Italics were invented, or rather, designed, by Aldus 
Manutius, a celebrated Venetian printer, who first em- 
ployed the new style of letter in an edition of Virgil 
in 1501. The imitation of script, neat yet decorative, 
became so popular that Manutius dedicated it to his 
native country, Italy, whence it became to be known as 
Italian, or, more correctly, Italic. Italy has always 
been the mother of arts and sciences. In the early 
days of civilization emissaries from her shores carried 
the first elements of education to all the world. Today 
she has seventeen or eighteen national universities, 
fifteen art schools of international repute and a large 
number of technical and practical institutions for the 
teaching of all branches of science. Besides her great 
contributions to the liberal arts and science, Italy was 
the first great pioneer in banking, six hundred years 
ago. The world owes to the Medici, the Bardi, the 
Acciajuoli, Periuzzi and Pitti the commercial systems 
that obtain today in slightly altered forms between all 
our trading nations. The name of Mazzini is known 
and respected wherever men of advanced thought fore- 
gather. There are many things Italic besides letters, 
and the world’s debt to Italy is beyond measurement 
in words or figures.

STOVE TRADE BOOM AT ROYERSFORD, PA., 
BURSTS. 





Under the above caption the following dispatch 
from Royersford, Pa., dated December 4, appeared in 
the Philadelphia Inquirer of December 5: “A few 
weeks ago the stove trade took a sudden boom and for 
three weeks the five foundries here were running five 
days a week, and molders generally were happy. 
The bottom of the boom has dropped out, leaving the 
molders down on three days a week. The wages of 
these mechanics range from $4 to $7 per day. This 
afternoon a meeting of local union No. 222 of Royers- 
ford was held in Latshaw’s hall for the purpose of 
reaching some conclusion to the problem of ‘limiting’ 
the earnings of all molders to $4.50 per day, in order 
that the output of the foundries might be cut down 
sufficiently to force the manufacturers to run their 
plants four or five days a week, and thereby furnish 
steadier employment.”

The rudder was made of a piece of scrap 
tin cut to suit and supported by a No, 7 jointer plane. 
The background and the floor of the window were 
covered with an artistic display of carpenters’ tools.

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NEW INVENTION FOR DETERMINING WEIGHT 
OF CARGO IN A VESSEL. 








Demonstrations of the working of a porhydrometer, 
which were recently made at Liverpool, England, 
aroused considerable interest and are said to have 
proved highly satisfactory, writes Consul Horace Lee 
Washington from that English city, supplementing an 
earlier report. He thus describes this new invention: 

“The porhydrometer is an instrument for indicat- 
ing the weight of cargo loaded into or unloaded from 
a ship. It consists merely of a float or “aerometer,” 
connected to a steelyard weighing machine and im- 
mersed in a chamber filled with water, the chamber 
being in communication with the outside of the ship. 
The ship rises or falls as the cargo is removed or 
placed on board, and the level of the water in the 
chamber falls or rises correspondingly, so that the 
float is immersed to a greater or less depth, with a 
consequent alteration in its apparent weiglit. 

“This alteration in apparent weight is read on the 
weighing machine, and from it the weight of the 
cargo is determined. In order that the reading of the 
apparatus may not be affected by the trim of the ship, 
it is necessary that it be fixed directly over the keel 
and in the plane of rotation of the hull, which gen- 
erally will correspond approximately with the center 
of the ship. Also, it is necessary that the overall 
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length of the float and its chamber be greater than 
the total vertical movement of the ship between the 
“light” and the fully loaded conditions. The appli- 
ance is of a very simple nature, and there should be 
no difficulty in fitting it to existing ships. The in- 
ventor claims that it has been officially approved 
by the Italian Government customs.” 


CO-OPERATIVE PUBLICITY. 


HOW RETAILER AND MANUFACTURER CAN WORK TO- 
GETHER. 


(This address was delivered by Robert C. Wilson 
before the annual convention of the Connecticut Hard- 
ware Association.) 

There is one large way in which the manufacturer 
and retailer may apply the gospel of co-operation, and 
that is in national advertising in national mediums. 
It is now not only necessary for the manufacturer to 
make his goods attractive, put them up in convenient 
form and make it possible for you to give them at- 
tractive display in your stores; it is also his duty to 
co-operate with you in making the articles widely 
known, with the result that the goods are partly sold 
before you actually purchase them. 

I sometimes hear it urged that the manufacturer 
robs the retail merchant to pay for his advertising; 
that your margin of profit in advertised lines is not 
aS great as in unadvertised lines. While this is per- 
haps true in some instances, I am convinced that there 
is not so much of this narrow margining of adver- 
tised goods as our good friends, the trade papers or 
the salesmen of non-advertised lines, would have us 
believe. I will tell you frankly that one of the first 
questions we ask a manufacturer when he contem- 
plates making use of advertising.space is whether or 
not he is to advertise a product which can compete, on 
a price basis, with similar articles on the market. If 
he tells us that he considers it necessary to increase 
his price to the dealer in order to advertise, our ad- 
vice is invariably to the effect that he had better post- 
pone his advertising until he can keep his prices down 
where they belong. 

The thing works itself out naturally. The general 
advertiser relies on your repeat orders for his profit— 
not on your first order. He knows perfectly well you 
are not in business for your health, and that you are 
going to sell the goods on which your profit is the 
greatest. He also knows-that to get repeat orders 
his goods must be able to compete with the general 
market. You can be pretty sure that if an article 
has been advertised for several years, it is all right 
as far as quality and price are concerned. I believe 
that it pays you to handle such articles. 

The large mail-order houses, such as those operat- 
ing from Chicago, are not, as you know, permitted 
to handle the trademark goods at cut prices. In fact, 
according to the information I have, for this reason 
they do not handle them at all. Therefore, in offering 
branded goods to the public you are really protecting 
yourselves against the inroads of the mail-order con- 
cerns. 

Goods that are sold must be advertised by some- 
body—not necessarily trademarked, but somebody 
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must do the work of exploiting them. In the case of 
an unknown article the work is up to you. The ad- 
vertising may not take the form of space in newspa- 
pers or magazines, but it takes the time of your clerk, 
and where one transaction may be made on an unad- 
vertised article, two or three transactions may be made 
in the same time on an article that is well known to 
the public. 

The retailer has seen one salesman worrying along 
with a customer trying to make a sale of competitive 
goods without the manufacturer’s mark, fearful of 
losing the sale. He has watched another salesman at 
the opposite counter supply a customer with some- 
thing the customer has asked for by the advertised 
name, take the money and go on with another cus- 
tomer, making a second sale before the first salesman 
got through with his one customer. The shop of 
the retailer who hands out merchandise that is asked 
for by the advertised name soon becomes “the popular 
shop.” 

General advertising has as its aim the standardizing 
of a trademark or a copyright name. If a man adver- 
tises a particular make of revolver, or saw, or any- 
thing else in your line, and refers his readers “to any 
hardware store,” that man, in order to make a success 
of his advertising, must have his goods on sale at 
your store. If you don’t and won’t handle. them the 
chances are pretty good that he will either stop ad- 
vertising or else drift into the mail-order game. So 
that you see both you as retailers, and we as publish- 
ers, are concerned in his success. But if he has the 
money and the desire to push his goods by means 
of advertising, why not join with him—co-operate! 
Don’t let him go it alone. And by co-operating with 
a manufacturer who is advertising you can help your- 
selves at the same time you help him. 

In brief, it is the manufacturer’s part to persuade 
the people to go into your stores. National adver- 
tising of the right sort does produce just this effect. 
The public has come to know that the articles continu- 
ously advertised must be good and: the firms making 
them must be reliable. Now if the manufacturer does 
all this for the retailer there is no doubt of your co- 
operation in selling the goods. I know that there used 
to be consjderable antagonism to general advertising 
on the part of the retail merchants. There still is 
some objection where the idea persists that the cost of 
the advertising comes out of the retailer. But the 
wise merchant is coming to realize that the handling 
of advertised goods, even at a smaller profit per article, 
is more profitable than the sale of other articles not so 
likely to be satisfactory. 

Every one of you is a firm believer ‘in advertising. 
The merchant who pays double rent for a corner store 
is paying 50 per cent for advertising. He pays gladly 
because more people pass his store. He has bought 
advertising space. If, by distinctive advertising, he 


could, with his store on a side street, persuade people 
to turn the corner and come to him, he would be very 
glad to do his advertising in this way, and still this is 
. in a sense what the manufacturer is doing for you. 
He is not only persuading people to go into your store, 
but he is persuading them that his particular goods are 
the best. 
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The more magazine advertising there is the more 
business there is fgr everybody. All stores are con- 
stantly getting trade for the advertised articles and at 
the same time selling the same trade many of their 
own staple goods. By displaying magazine-advertised 
goods in show windows and on counters and shelves, 
and advertising locally, as many merchants are now 
beginning to do, the retailer makes a direct connec- 
tion with the great general demand which often does 
not know where to go. Hundreds of people read the 
magazine advertisements and are more than half in- 
clined to buv. When they see a display in a local 
store they will buy. This sort of co-operation with the 
manufacturer makes quick sales. The intelligent pub- 
lic are learning that advertising is the most economical 
method of marketing. They are finding out that al- 
though a firm may be spending $200,000 a year in ad- 
vertising, the public get a better quality of goods 
and the quality is more standard and unvarying than 
with unknown or unadvertised goods. 

The manufacturer has two avenues open to him— 
a small sale with a long profit, or an enormous sale 
with a short profit; the option of turning his cap- 
ital over once a year, or four times a year. Modern 
merchandising, whether of the manufacturer or the 
retailer, is all tending toward the multiplicity of sales. 
It not only ensures greater. profits at the end of the 
year, but the wider trade that comes with a greater 
distribution establishes a more steady business. 

It would seem poor business policy for the retailer 
not to do his part toward cashing in the demands 
created by the manufacturers’ publicity, and it lies 
so within your power to cash in that I am sure you 
are all in line to do it. I merely want to suggest that 
in your local advertising you take advantage of the 
ideas presented in the magazines that exploit your 
kind of goods. The manufacturer who is spending 
thousands of dollars in advertising does everything 
he can to secure good copy, good illustrations and 
good type effects. He is glad to have you adopt any 
of his ideas, and such adoption should put you in the 
way of bringing the general public into direct touch 
with you. 

On this point I would say that last week I sent for 
a copy of every newspaper in this state, to see what 
kind of advertising you were doing for yourselves. In 
sixty-one newspapers only ten hardware advertise- 
ments mentioned nationally-known goods; the other 
fifty-one were either bargain or general announce- 
ments. You will pardon me for saying that alto- 
gether it did not strike me as the most effective ad- 
vertising that you could do. I don’t mean by this 
that you should always confine your advertising to 
exploiting trademark goods, but I do say that you 
can in your copy tie up your store with the advertised 
goods in such a way as to make it extremely profit- 
able to you. 

For instance, right here in Waterbury, there is 
probably not an intelligent family that is not reading 
one or-the other of. the magazines, and that has not 
consequently already become familiar with such ad- 
vertised goods as Keen Kutter and the hundred and 
one trademarked articles that are given publicity in 
the magazines. 
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Again, I know of one retailer who several times a 
year sends out to his present and prospective custom- 
ers a little pamphlet containing the advertisements 
taken from the current magazines, with a page de- 
voted to a statement of his own to the effect that he 
carries a full stock of these goods at his store. A 
thousand or two thousand of these little pamphlets 
containing these advertisements can be gotten out at 
very little cost and the advertiser would be very glad 
to furnish the plates free from which the pages may 
be printed. 

One word as to the cost of advertising: The un- 
awake merchant often wonders how some rival can 
afford to spend so much money for advertising. He 


is sure that he could not—that it would bankrupt him: 


in short order to plunge into publicity on the scale 
that the other fellow does. The other fellow is not 
worrying about the cost of his advertising, for the 
simple reason that he does not have to pay it. The 
competitor who cannot afford to advertise really, in 
effect, pays the bills of the man who can afford it. 

He pays them in the loss of business caused by his 
failure to advertise. The business he ought to have 
—his share of trade in his line—goes in large part 
to the competitor who seeks it, who can afford to ad- 
vertise for it. The profits on the trade drawn away 
from the timid advertiser by the aggressive one pay 
the latter’s advertising bills—and leave a comfortable 
surplus. This is a fact which progressive merchants 
are proving all the time; so it ought to have some 
personal significance to the over-cautious business 
men who are waiting to get rich before risking ade- 
quate advertising campaigns.

THE EFFECT OF HEAT ON WATER. 


There is one most remarkable exception to the law 
of bodies expanding by heat—that of water under 
certain circumstances. Water at zero Centigrade, at 
which it melts, contracts up to about 4 degrees Centi- 
grade, after which it begins to expand. This is a 
most singular phenomenon, but it has a very practical 
side. Water, then, is heaviest at 4 degrees Centigrade. 
Accordingly, in cold weather as the surface of any 
body of water cools to near this point it becomes 
heavier than the hotter water below and sinks to the 
bottom. This goes on untit the whole body has a 
temperature of 4 degrees Centigrade. As the cooling 
proceeds the water becomes lighter and remains on 
the surface until it is frozen. If water did not possess 
this property a severe winter might freeze the lakes 


and rivers to the bottom, and the heat of 
summer might not be sufficient to melt it at 
all.. In more simple language, perhaps, it can 


be said that in water at all temperatures above 
32 degrees F. the motion of heat is sufficient to keep 
its molecules from rigid union, but at 32 degrees the 
motion becomes so reduced that the atoms seize upon 
each other and aggregate to a solid.

LIGHTNING AND TIN ROOFS. 





A correspondent writing recently to the New York 
Evening World, says: 

“During sixteen years’ experience in“ the tinkering 
business I have known no instance of lightning strik- 
ing a tin roof, and I have yet to meet the man who has 
heard of it. It may be that during an electrical storm 
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the electricity is conducted by the tin to the leader, 
down the leader to the ground, and then disappears.” 

Scientists have come to the conclusion, say N. & 
G. Taylor Company, Philadelphia, Pa., in The Arrou 
their monthly publication, that the best protection 
from lightning is a web or net of wire work enclosing 
the building. As this is hardly practicable, it is in. 
teresting to know that a tin roof covering the ex 
posed upper surface of the house, connected at nu- 
merous points with the ground by downspouts, comes 
very close to the form of protection recommended 
by modern science. This may account for the well- 
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known immunity of tin-roofed structures from 
lightning.

SUGGESTIONS FOR PAINTING TIN ROOFS. 

(Under the above caption the following appears in 
“The Arrow,” the spicy little publication of N. & G. 
Taylor Company, Philadelphia, Pa.) 

The tin should be dry. If the paint is spread 
over a damp spot, vapor will form under the paint 
skin and cause-a blister. Some conscientious bosses 
prohibit the use of smoking or chewing tobacco by 
the men at work on the roof. 

Use very little, if any, dryer. Litharge was used 
in the old days for this purpose, but it is costly. 
Nowadays, Japan is the popular dryer. Too much

A teaspoonful of 
Japan dryer is sufficient for one gallon of linseed 
oil, mixed with 25 Ibs. of paint in semi-paste form. 

Red lead; red oxide, and Venetian red are all ex- 
cellent pigments. Metallic brown paint is good if 
you know what you are getting. “Metallic brown” 
paint is often nothing more than the scraps and leav- 
ings of the paint shop, mixed up to produce a non- 
descript color. Pure linseed oil is the only vehicle to 
use. The boiled oil is the best to use in cold weather. 
It costs a little more—about one cent a gallon— 
but it sets better, dries quicker, and is not affected 
by freezing weather. Raw linseed oil is generally 
used in summer. It usually contains a small per- 
centage of ‘water. In freezing weather the raw oil 
chills and the frost may cause some damage. 

3efore the roof is painted all rosin should be 
scraped off and the roof swept and cleaned. Brush - 
the paint out thin.. Two or three thin coats are 
vastly better than one heavy coat. One of the faults 


of graphite paint, which should never be used on 
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tin roofs, lies in its slippery nature, which enables 


‘the painter to spread it out too thin on a smooth 


surface like tin. More oil can be added and the 
graphite paint spread out so thin as to be nothing 
more than a mere wash, if the painter is disposed 
to make an unfair profit in that way. 

Red lead makes a good, hard, tenacious film, but 
it must be applied by a skilled painter, familiar with 
its use. Red lead is not much used for this purpose 


. on account of its higher cost, but its well-known 


superiority warrants its use on any work where the 
very best results. are wanted, without regard for a 
slight additional expense.

HARDWARE. 


Dealers in hardware in the local market reported 
further expansion in trade last week. The demand is 
very good and shows a tendency to broaden. In the 
manufacture of hardware the higher prices for raw 
material are causing some irregularity, owing to the 
readjustments that have to be made in connection with 
these advances. This is particularly the case where 
manufacturers have not a supply of material on hand, 
and are experiencing delay in securing same. The 
higher prices of raw materials and consequent upward 
tendency of finished goods are stimulating a better de- 
mand from consumers than otherwise might be-the 
case, and mills report a good volume of orders on 
hand. In the retail trade conditions remain quite sat- 
isfactory, with about the best demand for builders’ 
hardware. Building operations have not been serious- 
ly interfered with as yet by weather conditions, but 
the demand is usually lighter at this time of the year. 
There was a continued good demand for seasonable 
lines. There was a moderate trade in cut nails and 
dealers reported a fair amount of business in wire 
nails, with prices unchanged. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill.

PIG IRON. 


Very little change is to be noted in the pig iron mar- 
ket, and certainly there is no improvement perceptible 
in the demand. A quiet tone prevails in all depart- 
ments, and in all sections, though there is more activ- 
ity in steel making iron than in the foundry grades. In 
fact the bulk of the recent business has been in the 
former, and several good sized lots have recently been 
sold for delivery in the second quarter of 1910. 

The disturbing ‘factor in the market for foundry 
iron is still the resale iron, which is being offered in 
small lots at about 50c ton under the prices quoted by 
the furnaces. Thus far the furnaces have not shown 
any. disposition to meet the competition of this resale 
iron, but there is very little doing in a regular way for 
either nearby shipment or forward delivery. Very lit- 
tle has yet been done for delivery after July, though 
some inquiries have come to hand, and a moderate 
amount of business has been placed. The furnaces are 
not anxious for business so far ahead, and will not ac- 
cept orders except at an advance of about soc ton over 
first half iron. ' 

The bulk of the furnaces are fairly well supplied 
with business for the first quarter, and many of them 
have a good volume of orders in hand for the second 
quarter, and they are showing no particular uneasiness 
over the present dulness. Deliveries are still being 
made on a liberal scale, and are being accepted by the 
buyers without question. The Bessemer pig iron aver- 
age for November was $19, Valley furnace, or $19.90 
Pittsburg, compared with $18.78, Valley, for October. 

There is no weakness apparent as far as the attitude 
f the furnaces is concerned, forward deliveries being 
especially firm. The Alabama furnaces are still ask- 
ing $15 ton for the first quarter of 1910, though re- 
sale iron is offered for prompt shipment at $14.50 ton, 
both f. o. b. Birmingham. The market for Virginia 
‘ron is firm and unchanged at $16 ton, Roanoke, for 
prompt delivery, and $16@16.50 ton for delivery next 
year. Northern iron is still quoted for New England 
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delivery at $20@20.50 ton for prompt shipment, and

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The market hereabouts is quieter than a week ago, 
with some inquiries for deliveries well into next year but 
not tmuch business developing from them. There is no 
decrease in movement of iron or the melt, which seem to be 
proceeding at almost record rate. 

“Pig iron production during November was slightly over 
two and a half million tons, or at the rate of thirty and a 
quarter million tons a year. It is estimated that the total 
output for this year will be somewhat over twenty-five mil- 
lion tons, making it the third largest year in the history of 
the pig iron trade; 1906 with record production of over 
25,300,000 tons and 1907 with 25,299,000 tons, only topping it. 
This production for 1909 compared with the year before, 
15,680,000 tons, and practically all the increase accruing the 
latter part of the year, is remarkable evidence of the powers 
of recuperation in the iron trade if but given half a chance 

“There are one or two inquiries pending for fair ton 
nage for the second quarter and low phosphorus iron is in 
good demand, as well as special grades. The largest furnace 
interests in the south and locally are holding strong and 
their order books are well filled. In many instances they 
are still refusing to quote for any period beyond the first 
six months, although inquiries have been out for third quar- 


r. 

“The coke market is without change in general with 
production going well and shipments moving freely. In the 
Virginia field there has been an effort made to beat down 
the price of spot furnace coke, and in spite of the strong 
conditions there some makers whose output has not been 
well taken have seen fit to accept some of this tonnage, but 
it is in limited quantity. The seasonable winter weather 
which has just Set in will result in curtailing output in the 
Virginia and Pocahontas fields to a certain extent.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“There is not a great deal to say about the pig iron mar- 
ket, for, to tell the truth, there is not much of a market. Busi- 
ness is mostly of the small potato kind, though there is some- 
thing doing right along. . There has been one sale of 1,000 
tons this week of Foundry iron for forward delivery and 
there is a considerable interest in iron for shipment over the 
second and third quarters of next year, Buyers are pretty 
well filled up for their immediate wants and are much more 
interested in iron for delivery in the middle or latter part of 
1910 than anything else. There is apparently a universal 
opinion that next year will be a boomer. Opinions all agree 
that next year there will be a greater volume of business in 
the iron trade than the country has ever seen, and it is antici 
pated that soon after the opening of the new year there will 
be another buying movement, and it is expected that this will 
be of proportions equaling or surpassing the one of the early 
fall. At the present, however, carload transactions are more 
frequent than anything else and consumers are filling in gaps 
here and there in this manner. Prices are holding firm and 
the fear that seemed so general a few weeks ago that specu 
lative or resale iron would have a disastrous influence on the 
situation has not been realized. As a matter of fact the 
amount of Speculative iron available has probably been greatly 
exaggerated, for it is tolerably certain that if anyone wished 
to purchase-a large block of iron for prompt shipment he 
would have difficulty in finding it.”
